The greatest confusion prevailed when the 
official ‘figures for the first ballot were an- 
nounced, as they differed greatly from those 
current in the lobby. Many of the members 
of the National Assembly demanded an ad- 
journment, but M. Challemel-Lacour ordered 


Waldeck-Rousseau had retired in favor of! 
Felix Faure. 

During the balloting, when the name of 
Avez was called, an Allemanist Deputy shout- 
ed: “Down with the Presidency! Let us 
have a dissolution! Stop voting!“ 

This was regarded as an indication that the 
Allemanist group, contrary to general ex- 
pectancy, voted against M. Brisson. There 
was an uproar also when the name of M. De- 
‘jeante, Socialist, was called. He shouted ;

While the voting was in progress the friends 
of M. Felix Faure were actively canvassing 
for votes, and with apparent success, until a 
rumor was started that he was a Protestant. 
This had u bad effect upon his candidacy, but 
a deputation instantly approached and quea 
tioned M. Faure upon the subject. The lat- 
ler, who was greatly excited, shouted: 

No, I am a Catholic.“ 

Faure Rallies His Crowd. 


This denial reassured his supporters. The 
casting of the second ‘ballot began at 4:40 

m. After depositing their first ballots the 
Deputies assembled in the gallerie des dep- 
utes, which was crowded. M. Pelletan, edi- 
tor of La Justice, was the center ot an excited 
throng, which- was vehemently protesting 
against the absence of M. Mirman, who, as 
already noted, is serving in the army. M. 
Richard shouted : 

„This electfon is illegal.” 

M. Jaures, the ‘Socialist, leader, was also 
the center of a group of excited Deputies. 
He explained to them that he had voted for 
M. Brisson, as the Socialists wanted an arm- 
istice and were desirous of proving that their 
party was one of organization and work. It 
is said that. if M. Briseon is not elected the 
Sociulists will recommence their struggle 
, against the government. 

The Socialists road en masse and M. Jaures 
shouted: “All the. Deputies ought to be in- 
scribed an the list of members of this Con- 
gress. You are robbing the country of uni- 
versal suffrage.”’ 

M. Challemel-Lacour tried to say something 
in reply, but his voice was inaudible amid the 
Socialist tumult. The ushers, nevertheless, 
continued the roll-call. The work of casting 
the sesond bajlot proceeded with less turbu- 
lence and M, Mirman’s name was called with- 
out Socialist protests.

FAURE CHOSEN ON THE SECOND BALLOT. 


Amid Scenes of the Wildest Excitement 
the New President Is Made. 
VERSAILLES, Jan. 17.—Shortiy before the 
Senators and Deputies reassembled for the 
second ballot it was announced that Waldeck- 


+ Rousseau had retired in favor of Faure, and 


the friende of the latter were correspondingly 
elated and. felt confident of his election. 
The casting -of the second ballot began 
at 4:40 p. m. and proceeded with less 
turbulence, Mirman's name upon this oc- 
casion was called without protests from the 
Socialist Deputies. It became known during 
the progress of the second balloting that the 
Allemantsts bad come to a decision to vote 
for Brissen and their determination was 
looked. upon as being an important move in 
his favor and one which greatly increased his 
chances of election. 

At 7:15 p. m. Lacour ascended the Presi- 
dential tribune and when the hubbub had 
subsided he announced that the result of the 
ballot was—Faure, 430; Brisson, 361. 

Members of the Right immediately burst 
into cheers and the Socialists rose and 
shouted ; 

“(Down with rogues! Down with the thieves! 
Away with them; send them to Mazas prison!“ 

The members of the Right replied with 
cries of: 

„Down with the Commune!“ 

Coutant, Socialist. retorted with: 

“Down with reaction! 

An indescribable tumult followed, but 
finally Lacour was able to make himself 
heard, and he declared that M. Faure was 
elected President of the French Republic.

It Contemplates the Division of the Space 


Inside the Government Breakwater, 
That Lying North of Jackson Street 
Being Filled at Once and Made the 
Site ofan Exposition=The City Shall 
Share in the Profits and Gradually the 
Lower Park Filled and improved. 


James L. Campbell has been working on a 
plan for the solution of the prob- 
lem of what is to de done with 
the Lake-Front Park, and as soon as 
some uf the minor details are perfected will 
present it to the Council. This plan contem- 
plates the making a park of made land in the 
present inner harbor 1,350 feet from the 
present dock line out to the United States 
Government dock hne and extending from 
Park row on the south to Randolph street on 
the north. A roadway varying in width from 
150 to 200 feet would run between the new 
park lands and the east border of the right of 
way of the Illinois Central railway. 

The plan conten plates two main divisions 
of the park; one that part north of Jackson 
street, the other the remaining part to the 
south. The northern part should be the first 
constructed and should be the site of perma- 
nent structures to be used as an annual inter- 
State exposition. The southern part should 


be kept perpetually free from buildings, 


ornamented with statuary, and laid out ac- 
cording to the highest plans of landscape 
gardening. The total new area to be added 
would be 195 acres. 

This immense work is to be done in two 
parts. The firat ordinances which Ald, Camp- 
bell will introduce will provide for the con- 
struction of the northern part of the park and 
the establishment of the inter-State exposi- 
tion. The improvement of the remainder 
would naturally follow. Ald. Camp- 
bell’s method of carrying out this 
improvement seems to present a practical 
solution to the problem of sinking the tracks 
of the Illinois Central read. Ald. Campbell 
thus explains his plan: 

Present Park Is Ieadequate, 

“If you will examine a map of the present 
Lake Front Park and its present surround- 
ings 1t will be at once apparent how hopeless 
it is to try to make apark out of the strip 
310 feet wide running between Michigan 
avenue and the 200 feet right of way of ‘the 
Illinois Central railroad. North uf Jackson 
street this space is further reduced by the 
Art Institute and the Battery buildings. 

Here is what I propose. From a point 
50 feet north of the north line of Jackson 
street run a line due east 1,350 
feet from the present dock line 
to the United States Government 
dock line. Thence, along that line, 2,170 
feet north to a point east of the Randoiph 
street viaduct. The curved present shore line 
forms the remaining boundary. These lines 
include an area of 60.62 acres. Eight and 
one-half acres of this space should be de- 
voted toa roadway. At the south end this 
roadway would connect with a,iaduct to be 
built on the east extension of Jackson street. 
This would leave a trifle over 52 acres for 
park purposes,

„Nor would this proposed extension lower 
values on Michigan avenue. It would, on the 
contrary, enhance these values. I think it is 
self-evident that if a fuot of land on Michigan 
avenue fronting an empty lot filled with 
refuse—a hideous waste space—is worth 
$3,000, it would be worth much more 
fronting on the grandest exposition park in 
the world. 

How it Is All to Bs Accomplisted. 

“ As to how ali of this is to be practically 
accomplished. The principal fillmg material 
will be, of course, the large amount of rock 


and other material excavated from the Drain-. 


age Canal. This should be carried in hy 
scows and dumped in, leaving an inlet which 
would be filled up last of all. On this sub 
stratum of rock should be emptied, not the 
garbage, but the refuse and sweepings of the 
city and the earth from the neW tunnel to be 
constructed. 

* First of. all the space indicated on this 
plan should be filled in and improved. The 
profits and earnings of this ground and of the 
exposition should then be devoted to steadily 
filling in and improving the remainder of the 
‘space south to Park row. Standing on Mich- 
igan avenue it is seen at once the ground 
slopes sharply down to the Illinois Central 
tracks, If walls were built so high bridges 
or viaducts spanning them should clear the 
tops of the cars on either side of the 
tracks, and then the ground filled in to the 
top of the west wall; the ground would then 
slope toward Michigan avenue and the tracks 
would practically be lowered. The tracks 
themselves might be lowered a couple of feet 
and that would decrease the slope and the 
amount of filling to be done. From the east 
wall the slope would be a third of a mile or 
more to the seawall or paved beach which 
would be the lakeward boundary of the park. 
The broad roadway already mentioned would 
of course be carried south and ultimately be 
copnected with the boulevard system through 
Michigan avenue. 

Solves All the Problema 

“For a moment consider how many 
problems are solved by this proposed plan 
of mine. The Lake-Front Park be- 
comes, instead of 4 dream of a rib- 
bon 300 feet wide, forever separated from 
the lake by the ugliness of the railroad, a 
magnificent reality of neariy 250 acres worth 
as real estate over a million an acre; with the 
railroad sunk out sight and con- 
fined between stone walls; with its 
lawns, its drives and walks stretchmg 
out to the waters of the lake. The millions 
of tons of stone from the Drainage Canal are 
disposed of. Other millions of tons of waste 
material are utilized. Work is provided for 
years for the gity's poor and unemployed. 
The city is provided with a perennial attrac- 
tion which will unfailingly draw thousands of 
people and millions of dollars in increasing 
yearly ratio. It provides a great link toward 
the 1 connection of the north and south

acquired, exclusive of the acreage taken for a 
driveway, would, ata moderate valuation, 
be worth $1,000,000 an acre. On this land 
I propose there shall be erected one or more 
large buildings for exposition purposes. These 
buildings should be fireproof, built of stone, 
brick, steel, and glass. They should be com- 
mensurate with the grandeur and dignity of 
the city and up to the standard we set the 
world in our World’s Fair buildings. 

For an Inter-State Fair. 


In these buildings there should be held 


annually an inter-State fair, perhaps perma-. 


nently in one sense. But for six months of 
every year there should be an exposition 
where the great commercial interésts of the 
States of the Union would come together in 
competitive display. Nor the States of the 
Union alone but our neigboring Republics of 
Mexico and of Central America. 

This would bring thousands of people to 
this city every A and distribute hundreds 
of thousands o dollars. We must live up to 
our record, It is expected and demanded of 
us. Now, we have this Lake-Front problem 
staring us in the face and demanding solution. 
Does not this plan solve the problem and at 
the same time hold us in the position we have 
assumed, chat of being the most progressive 
city in the world? 
tio is this exposition plan to be carried 
out? Who is to build the buildings? Who is to 
run the scheme? Whois to pay the losses, 


should losses occur, or to pocket the profits, 


should profits accrue? The city should, in 
the manner I shall explain, muke the land. 
Certain parts of it should be leased to a_pri- 
vate corporation, which corporation will put 
up the buildings, run the exposition, and pay 
all losses and share in all profits. The 
ground should be leased at a 
full, fair, and equitable rental to 
a thoroughly responsible corporation, which 
should be bound to erect buildings of the 
most perfect and vaiuable construction at ite 


portions .of the boulevard system, now the 
finest in the world. 

“Looked at from any standpoint it has 
only advantages to present. It will not do to 
cry ‘steal’ and ‘boodle’ and gwindle.“ 
Chicago has grown so big such bugabees do 
not frighten: it now. We know we have 
citizens big hearted, honest, and generous, 
who have push and enterprise and wo will 
honestly invest their money and honestly ad- 
minister such a business as the inter-State 
exposition would be, and would be satisfied 
with the legitimate profits of their investment 
or even tess in view of the vast body.

It may be some time yet before I submit 
any ordinance to the Council, but the delay is 
merely that every step may be made secure. 
When I begin I propose to be able to answer 
every question that may be asked. I shall 
even have sketch plans indicating the size 
and style of the proposed Exposition build- 
1 the bridges and viaducts, etc. 

I shall be prepared to show exactly how the 
work may be done. I shall be ready in every 
detail. Iam satisfied now my plah is per- 
fectly feasible and practical, and if I ean, as I 
feel sure I can, prove this to my feliow-citi- 
zens, before Chicago is twenty years older it 
will have the most beautiful park of any city 
earth and the greatest world market to

ONE TERM FOR MAYORS OF CHICAGO. 


Representative Shahahan Introdaces a Bill 
in the Heuse- Other New Measures. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL. Jan, 17.—Thirty-two new 
bills were introduced jn the House today. A 
bill making the term of office of Mayor four 
years instead of two and providing that ro 
Mayor in Chicago can be elected as his own 
successor was introduced by Representative 
Shanahan. The bill was prepared by one of 
the committees of the Civic Federation and 
amends Sec, I. of Art. 2 of the aet .ptoviding 
for the incorpotation of cities and villages so 
that it will read as follows: 

The chief executive officer of a city shall be a 
Mayor, who shall be a citizen of the United 
States, a qualified elector. a resident in the city 
limits, and shall bold his office for a term of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qual. 
ified. And in cities of 200,000 inhabitants and 
over he shall bo ineligible to said office for four 
years next after the end of the term for which he 
was elected. mt

FOR ARBITRATION IN LABOR TROUBLES. 


Representative McLaughlin Introduces a 
Bill at Springfield. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 17.—Representative 
McLaughlin introduced a bill for an act in 
relation to arbitration between employers and 
emp'oyés providing that in all cases of differ. 
ence or dispute in relation to the employment 
éither party may appoint an arbitrator and 
notify the other party of the selection. The 
other party to select an arbitrator within two 
days, and in case of failure, then on 
application to any Judge of. any 
eourt of record in the same county—except 
the Judge of the County Court—by the party 
who has appointed an arbitrator, the said 
Judge shall appoint such arbifrators.

Short Term Treasury Notes and Low Rate 
Bonds to Maintain the Gold Reserve 
Are the Points Raised=The Exchequer 


Notes Are for the Purpose of Giving 


the Tariff Billa Chance at Revenue 
Raising=—Senator Sherman Offers a Low 
Rate Short Term Bond Bill, 


Wasnineton, D. C., Jag 1'7.—[Special, ]— 
“There are just two things necessary to be done 
before adjournment to better the financiat 
situation. First, we should eithen inereuse 
the revenue, or, failmg in that, issue short- 
term Treasury notes running one, tWo, and 
three years, bearing interest at 2 per cent or 
2 per cent per annum. They are really ex- 
chequer notes, such as they have in England, 
anticipatory of revenue. They would for the 
present completely cover the deficit in the 
revenue. Perhaps this new tariff law may 
within that period provide sufficient revenue 
and enough additional to pay these exchequer 
notes, which I would limit, say. to 850,000, 
000. If the tariff law continues to fail to 
furnish an adequate revenue, there would be 
plenty of time in the one, two, or three years 
that the notes run to provide the revenue re- 
quired. These notes would be helpful and 
would not go to swell the amount of per- 
manent indebtedness as would bonds.

3 per 
cent interest, and in denominations of from 
85 to $100. Senator Sherman’s scheme also 
involves the issue of national bank notes up 
to the par value of bonds deposited. These 
two propositions are the result of an informal 
application nade to the Republicans by rep- 
resettative Democrats to formulate some 
kind of a financial policy which would be 
likely to meet an emergency. 

There isa striking similarity between the 

plans proposed by the two Senators who are 
probably best qualified to speak on the subject 
of finance. When Senator Allison’s attention 
was directed to the Sherman plan he said: 
There is one marked difference between the 
two schemes, and that is the plan I propose is 
intended for the immediate relief of the 
reasury. We can establish a currency 
system later on, but what remains to be done 
just now isto relieve the Treasury in the 
speediest manner possible, and the issuance 
of these low rate Treasury notes or exchequer 
notes would relieve the situation at once.

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CUBBENCY REFORM PLANS PROPOSED. 


Pugh and Sherman Presest Measures 
Pension Appropriation Bill Is Passed. 
Wasninaton, D. C., Jan. 17.—Another in- 

teresting chapter to the financial question was 

given in the Senate today when Mr. Sherman 
presented an emergency currency bill and 

Mr. Pugh offered a measure in the same line, 

supplementing it with a vigorous speech on 

the impoteney and inaction of the Senate in 
the facé of a grave emergency. This was but 
the brief prelude toaday spent with appro- 
priation bills. The pension bill appropriat- 

ing $141,000,000 wad passed with two im- 
rtant amendments, one making $6 the 

owest rate for pension disability and another 

repealing the present law cutting off the pen- 
sions of non-residents. 

Mr, Pugh (Dem., Ala.) secured recognition 
soon after the Senate met today to present 
what he regarded as a sol ution to the present 
lack of government revenue, which was re- 
ferred to the Finance committee, The bill 
provides for the immediate issue of $100,- 
090,000 of Treasury notes to meet deficien- 
ciea, these notes to be redeemable in coin and 
to be constantly reissued. It furtner directed 
the coinage of the seigniorage and the deposit 
of silver bullion from American mints. 

Mr. Pugh preceeded to urge the gravity of 
the present situation. Thus far,“ said Mr. 
Puge, Senators have stood here and torn 
down. It is easy to tear down, but it is hard 
to build up. We have torn down until we 
have BE ty nearly torn down this country.“ 
Mr. ‘Pugh begged the Finance committee 
should do something at once. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) interrupted to ask 
as to the attitade of the administration on 
this bill. Mr. Pugu replied:

Pension Bureau Criticised. 


In presenting a report on a pension bill Mr. 
Gallinger took occasion to criticise sevérely 
the pust utterances of Mr. Cleveland as to the 
frauds existing in the pension system. The 
Senator said pension examiners were roaming 
around the country seeking frauds which do 
pot exist, This should be stopped at once. 
The pension appropriation bill was taken up 
and Mr. Palmer (Dem., III.) answered the 
criticisms made by Mr. Gallinger. 

Mr. Hawley (Rep., Conn.) also stated his 
objections to the present administration of 
the bureau. He offered an amendment mak- 
ing $6 tnd lowest rate for disabilities. Mr. 
L 1 arraigned the Pension Office 
for 8. r. Quay said he had found busi- 
ness at the Pension Office dispatched quite as 
effectively as it had been under previous ad- 
ministrataons. . ' 

r. Brice asked what increase in pension 
expenditures would result from adopting tho 
Hawley amendment. Mr. Gallinger replied 
$1,000,000 would cover the amount. Mr. 
Peffer offered an amendment fixing $8 as the 
minimum pension rate, but it was ruled out 
of order. 

Mr. Voorhees spoke vigorously for liberal. 
ity to pensioners. He did not share the idea 
pensioners should be suspects. Pensions ar 
vested rights. Mr. Allen then moved to * 
$12 the lowest pension rate, but it was ruled 
out of order. 

The Hawley amendment making $6 the 
minimum was then adopted without division. 

Mr. Galhnger offered an amendment re- 
pealiagthe law cutting off the pensions of 
non-residents of the United States. Mr. 
Davis (Rep., Minn.) said the present law 
worked, much injustice on the -Northwest 
borders, where pensioners lost their allow- 
ances by going into Canada. The amend- 
ment was adopted. The bill as thus amended 
was passed. It carries $141,000,000. 

The army bill appropriating $23,250,000 
was taken up, and Mr. Blackburn explained 
the plan for concentrating troops at large 
posts, It contemplated the establishment of 
two lerge posts, one at Spokane and another 
on Puget Sound, to be great rendezvous 
of the far Northwest. This would require the 
eventual abandonment of Forte Waila Walla, 
Sherman, and Old Fort Spokane. 

Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) protested against the 
change, said he had assurances Fort 
Walla Walla would be retained, A spirited 
debate followed. 

Mr. Manderson urged the necessity of army 
centers along the Canadian border. The

extensive rendezvous on the Pacific coast, and 
it behooved the United States to make ade- 
quate preparation in the Paget Sound region. 
The consideration of the bill was not con- 
eluded.

Secretary Lamont, in a communication 
sent to Congress, recommends an addition to 
the sundry civil appropriation bill of an item 
of $40,000 [or enlarg the parade ground 
at Fort Wayne, Mich. This matter was re- 
ported upon by the Quartermaster-General, 
who says: 

In order to enlarge the parade ground at Fort 
Wayne, Mich., to accommodate a iment. of in- 
fantry, it will be necessary to extend the parade 
on the river front by filling in the low marsh 
along the entire front of the post and protecting 
the front of the fill by a rip-rap of stone. Owing 
to the fill, the gain on the river front will 
be over twenty acres, making a total 
area of twenty-five acres, sufficient 
for the drill purposes of a _ regiment. 
This improvement is also important from a sani- 
tary point of view as the river bottom in front 
of the post is overgrown with weeds and marsh 
grass and on account of the almost entire ab- 
sence of current to a distance of 200 to 300 feet 
from: the shore much of the floating matter 
from the post sewer, which empties into the river 
from eight miles or more of city frontage along 
its banks above the dock, lodgesin the grass in 
front of the post, and is a continual cause of 
complaint from the garrison. This apesepey

The old fight between the rival cities in the 
extreme Northwest broke out in the Senate 
this afternoon in extreme virulence and re- 
sulted in what at one time was near to becom- 
ing a personal encounter between Senator Mit- 
chell of Oregon and Senator Joe Biackburn 
of Kentucky. A proposition was made some 
time ago by the City of Spokane, Wash., to 
give the government 1,000 acres of land om 
the condition of a military post being located 
there. This was acted on favorably by the 
War Department and the necessary provision 
made in the army appropriation bill. which 
was taken up in the Senate this afternoon. 
This was done in pursuance of the new 
policy of the War Department to concentrate 
the troops in the larger cities and abandon 
the smaller posts as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The establishment of a new and large 
post at Spokane would mean within a short 
time the abandonment of the insignificant 
garrisons at Fort Sherman, to the soufh of 
Spokane on Lake Cour d’Aléne, and also the 
old post at Fort Spokane at the mouth of the 
river of that name, some fifty odd mites 
northwest of the city. In addition to this it 
would mean the abandonment of Fort Walla 
Walla, and it was this which aroused the 
Oregon Senator, who continued the fight so 
long as to hold up this paragraph and delay 
further action until tomorrow. He was 
promptly met by Senator Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky, who had charge of the bill, and who, 
without minemg words, characterized the 
three little posts as military barnacles which 
ought to be swept off the map at the earliest 
possible moment. Blackburn and Mitchell 
have seats on either side of the center aisle, as 
it so happens, and while Senator Mandezsvut 
of Nebraska was attempting to pour oil on the 
troubled waters, Blackburn and Mitchell 
were carrying on animated and decidedly un- 
parliamentary persona! discussion across the 
aisie, and matters got so exceedingly hot be- 
tween the two that the Senate was forced to 
go into executive session to prevent u scene. 
The whole trouble, of course, was caused by the 
old jealousy between the boom towns of the 
far Northwest, and the Oregon Senator could 
not contain himself when he found that the 
metropolis of Washington proposed to have a 
large military post at the expense of Walla 
Walla.

MUST TELL OF THE SUGAR TRUST'S ACTS. 


Demurrers of Keluctant Witnesses Before 
the Senate Committee Are Overruled, 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 17.—All the de- 

murrers of the defendants to the indictments 

returned by the grand jury against President 

Havemeyer and Secretary Searles of the 

American Sugar Refinery company, Broker 

Seymour of New York, and Correspondents 

E. J. Edwards and J. O. Shriver were over- 

ruled today by Judge Cole in the Criminal 

Court and the defendants required to plead to 

the indictments. The cases will now proba- 

bly go direct to the United States Supreme 

Court on a writ of habeas corpus followmg a 

plea of not guilty by the defendants. 

In the cases against Edwards and Shriver, 
the newspaper correspondents, the court said 
the only additional features to the stock 
brakers’ cases were first as to the relevancy of 
the pa rticulgr questions put to the newspaper 
correspondents, and second whether they 
should be excused from answering on the 
ground of privileged communications. As to 
relevancy Judge Cole said: 

It has never been contended before in a court 
of justice, that a newspaper editor, reporter, or 


correspondent, or 41 engaged in news- 
paper business, is to be considered a person with 
whom a confidential communication may be 
lodged and be protected as between an attorney 
and client or priest and confessor. There could be 
no more dangerous doctrine than a newspaper 
might obtain information whose effect might 
work great injury and detract from the reputa- 
tion or character of a party or body and that tho 
claim of privileged communication might then 
ma 

The court then took up the cases of the 
sugar trust officials, Messrs. Havemeyer and 
Searles, and it held the questions as to the 
amount contributed by the corporation to 
campaign funds were pertinent and proper.

of the Inter-State Commerce Commission

PORT TO THE SENATE, 


Ia New York, Giving Much Credit to 


Recommends a Separation of the Police 
from Political Influence Riot in the 
Brooklyn Strike- General New York 


New Yorx, Jan, 17.— The report of the 
Lexow committee, embodying the results of 
its investigation of the New Yerk Police De- 

ment, was submitted today to the Senate 
in Albany. The report states that while 
during the first stages of the investi- 
gation the difficulty lay mainly in 
inability to procure testimony as the 
investigation progressed, as the public 
sentiment became more and more aroused 
and the developments assumed from day to 
day a more startling aspect, the mumber of 
the witnesses and the variety of testimony 
offered increased prodigiously, and the main 
difficulty finally lay in sifting the good from 
tlie mass and rejecting that which is purely 
cumulative. Upon the second branch of the 
investigation the committee was especially 
fortunate in securing the active 
codperation of many representative or- 
ganizations, notably the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime and its President, the Rev. 
Charles H. Parkhurst; of the Chamber of 
Commerce, represented by Charles Stewart 
Smith, and of the hewspapers. Acknowl- 
edgment is also made of the service 
rendered by Mr. Goff. The report 
deals at length with the election fraud 
developments, in which it was shown that the 
police invariably acted in the interests of 
Tammany. Proof of the effect of withdraw- 
ing the aid of the police from those engaged 
in wholesale fraud and intimidation is shown 
in the decrease by 4,000 in 1894 of the vote 
cast in 1893. 

The conclusion seems irresistible, it says, 
that under the circumstances such as now ex- 
ist in the City of New York it becomes the 
duty of the Legislature to remove as far as 
practicable the possibility of political influ- 
ences securing a controlling power over the 
police force. 

Parkhurst’s Ad Valuable. 

The report states that the material collected 
Dy the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst and the City Vigi- 
lance League was most vaiuable. The Park- 
burst evidence consisted exclusively of acts of 
Omission and negiect of duty and reluctance 
of the police to perform their duty. 
It remained for the committee to establish 
the motive for this failure on the part of the 
police. Continuing the report says: 

While it was impossible for the committee to 
spend much time in considering police coygrts 
enough is shown unon the record to justify the 
conclusions thet an important reason why the 
police have been able to carry on and success- 
fully perpetrate their reprehensible practices is 
that at least some of the police Justices have 
ennarently worked in sympathy and collusion 
with them 

‘the caunsel and detectives of the committee 
were surrounded by spies, and witnesses who had 

n located were frightened into silence or 
quieted by bribes and in some cases removed 
from the jurisdiction of the committee. The 

testimony taken conclusively establishes an in- 
dictment against the Police Department of the 
City of New York as a whole. 

It is significant that but little corruption has 
been traced into the pockets of the ordinary pa- 
trolman. Itis probable and even certain from 
the testimony that a large number of patrolmeu 
have paid sums averaging $300 for appointment 
to the police force. 


The testimony upon the subject of blackmail . 


of disorderly houses, taken as a whole, estab- 
lishes conclusively the fact that this variety of 
vice was regularly and systematically licensed 
by the police. 

After reviewing the testimony relative to 
collusion with gamblers, policy men, green- 
goods men, thieves, professional bondsmen, 
etc., the report expresses the opinion that 
there is much more to be learned about the 
purchase of appointments, and that this evil 
is largely responsible for the demoralization 
of the force.

Bi much assistance to speculators, who seem te 


be getting taken in and done for ali the time. 
Even if quarterly reports were made and were 
correct when made, those who buy and sell 
speculative securities would be sure to burn 
their fingerssome time. Perhaps the wisest 
course to pursue is not to invest in securities 
such as are used for speculative purposes. 


Tun latest monthly bulletin from the Bureau 


of American Republics notes a report that a 


syndicate composed of Chicago business-men 
has recentiy purchased a large t: act of land 
of about 282,500 acres in the State of Oaxa- 
ca, Mexico, where it is proposed to enter upon 
the cultivation of the rubber tree on a large 
scale. The General Government offers a 
bonus of four cents per tree, and the State 
government an additional bonus of one cent 
for every tree planted. The land lies neur 
the Pacific coast, convenient to the Port of 
Selina Cruz, which is the western terminus of 
the Tehuantepec railroad. The region there- 
abouts is said to be rich in the production of 
tropical fruits, cabinet and dye woods, coffee, 
cocoa, sugar cane, and indigo. 


THE FRENCH PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The lack of stability in the French repub- 
lican system and the absence of any well de- 
fined and clearly marked statement of the 
functions of the various departments of gor- 
ernment, so as to avoid collision and friction, 
are sufficient to account for the present crisis 
in French politics, So long as these anon- 
alles exist there is no reason to expect that 
there will be any stability, that any ministry 
will remain in power for any considerable 
period, or that any President will finish out 
his term, unless he is a man of the Bismarck 
or Gourko stamp. The exception, however, 
is not likely to occur, as men of that stamp 
are rare in France, 

The resignation of Casimir-Perier is not 
at all remarkable as an event. If he had 
completed it he would have been the first 
French President to have accomplished that 
feat, Thiers, the first President, was forced 
out of his office by the Monarchists. Hissuc- 
cessor, MacMahon, in trying to steer between 
the Monarchist Scylla and Republican 
Chary bd is, was wrecked on the latter. Grévy, 
hounded by politicians on the one hand and 
intimidated by scandals on the other, though 
he was not personally implicated in them, 
was compelled to resign. Carnot, who took 
his place, one of the most genial, unspotted, 
and patriotic of the list, fell by the assassin’s 
hands; and now a combination of circum- 
stances, growing out of the weakness of the 
governmental system, has forced out Cas- 
imir-Perier, who was either too weak or too 
timid a man to grapple with circumstances 
and force them to bend to his will, Five 
Presidents and thirty-four ministries have 
disappeared since the organization of this re- 
public, and as probably Presidents and min- 
istries will continue to disappear so long as 
the Constitution remains in its present shape 
the current resignation has no element 
of mystery about it. There can be but one 
opinion, however, as to the causes which the 
President assigns. Undoubtedly the office 
was nota bed of roses. Under French laws 
and politicai ideas there is no special respect 
fog the office. There is little opportunity for 
independence in it. Its functions are not 
clearly defined nor are those of the ministry 
ot of the Assembly, and it is thus possible for 
private and public affairs to get mixed inex- 
tricably, as was the casé in this instance, 
where the business affairs of an outside cor- 
poration collapsed a ministry and dragged 
down the President. With all these draw- 
backs, however, it would have been more 
manly for Casimir-Perier to have fought 
out the battle, even if he had been defeated, 
than to retire under fire, leave his friends in 
the lurch, and encourage the revolutionary 
factione by doing the very thing they wanted 
him todo. It would have been better for 
Frange and for hie fame had he clung to his 
post instead of throwing it up in a moment 
of petty irritation. As the Paris correspond- 
ent of the London Daily News says, be die- 
covered the President must suffer bodily dis- 
comforts, risks, ingratitude, calumny, and 
even wounded vanity, but he must have been 
aware of all this when he accepted the great- 
est honor the nation could bestow upon a 
citizen, He displayed great bravery in the 
war of 1870 and was credited with equal 
moral courage, yet the very first crisis reveals 
that the iron arm was but a painted reed. 

The successor to M. Casimir-Perier has 
been promptly found. The National As- 
sembly convened yesterday and elected M. 
Felix Faure, a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, one of the Vice-Presidents of that 
body, a journalist, and a Catholic by religion. 
On the first ballot Brisson had 344 votes, 
Faure 210, and Waldeck-Rousseau 195, a 
majority of the 884 members being necessary 
to elect. Waldeck-Rousseau’s strength was 


| given to Faure, apparently as a compromise, 


and he was elected, the vote star.ding, Faure 
435, Brisson 363. The new President has 
had large political experience, but of his 
future or of his policy it is not now possible 
to predict. He was born in 1841 and first 
became prominent by his services against the 
Communists in 1871. He was elected to the 
Chamber of Deputies in 1881 from Havre 
and has been a member of the Gambetta 
ministry, Ferry’s last Cabinet, the Tirard 
Cabinet, and was Minister of Marine in the 
Dupuy Cabinet which has just gone out. 
Whatever may be his policy or his fate, how- 
ever, there are no signs that the existence of 
the republic is endangered.‘ 


THUORSTON’S “ BIMETALLISM.” 

Senator-elect John M. Thurston of Nebras- 
ka says he is in favor of “ American bimetal- 
lism,“ but seems to be impressed with the 
idea that this means something radically 
different from what was understood and in- 
tended by the fathers of the republic. They 
instituted a ratio which they believed to be 
the true one, but it proved to be some 3 per 
cent out of the way of truth, and hence bi- 
metallism under it was found impracticable. 
Gold and silver coins would not and did not 
circulate side by side when the coinage ratio 
differed 3 per cent from the commerciul ratio 
of the metal values as bullion. In spite of 
this ex pertence Thurston fancies it would be 
possible to have free coinage for all the 
product of our mines ata ratio which over- 
values silver by more than 100 per cent and 
maintain bimetallism — that is, the circa- 
lation side by side, on equal terms, ok full- 
worth dollars and less than half-worth dollars. 

Thurston wants the administration to insist 
upon what the calls the right of redemp. 
tion in either gold or silver of outstandmg 
notes whenever it becomes apparent that re- 
demption is being demanded for speculative 


purposes. That is, he would put it in the 
| Power of an official to decide at any time to 


redeem government obligations with less than 
half-worth silver dollars, he to be the judge of 
the aavisability.of sodoing. The newly elected 
Senator makes a half way admission that 


| “such a policy would drive gold te a pre- 


mium,” hut adds that we can better afford to 
have gold at a premium than prosperity at a 

discount. So he is willing that this should 
occur, but evidently does not gzasp the mean- 
‘mg of his own ‘words, sinct: he denies the 
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that anybody would take to the mint 2,580 
grains of standard gold to be coined into 
$100 when he could use that gold as bullion 
to buy as much silver as would be coined into 
215 silver dollars at the same mint. 

If Mr. Thurston is unable to see that a 
startling change in financial condition must 
result from the action he favors he must be 
so blind as to be unfit to occupy a seat in the 
Senate of the United States. We at once 
would drop to a silver basis, the dollar unit 
of which would be worth less than 50 cents of 


our present money. One startling result 


would be the loss of more than half the 4,600 
million dollars of bank deposits, some 40 per 
cent of which stand to the credit of individual 
toilers. Not only would there be a loss of 
nearly 1,000 millions to the workers by this 
shrinkage in their savings, but a terrible ad- 
ditional loss due to the fact that this 4,600 
millions of bank deposits constitutes the 
working fund by the aid of which the indus- 
trial and commercial activities of the country 
are kept up. If the price of labor were dou- 
bled to correspond with the deceased pur 
chasing power of the dollar the cost of ma- 
terial would be doubled similarly and the 
money available for the use of employers 
would buy only half as much material and 
pay for only half as much labor as before, 
The result necessarily would be such a paraly- 
sis of the labor market as to put ** prosperity 
at a discount” far heavier than any it is fan- 
cied by Mr. Thurston to be subject to because 
of what he calls the demonetization of sil- 
ver, though he must know that silver and 
the paper issued against it constitute the 


people of the United States. 
Mr. Thurston says that for the present we 


which we can refund our outstanding bonds 
at the lowest possible rate of interest, and 
that he would put a stop to the outflow of 
gold (over the inflow) by requiring that all im- 
port duties should be paid in gold at the op- 
tion of the Treasurer of the United States. 
In thie he is approximately right. But it 
would be well for him to remember that bor- 
rowing is most easy to those believed to be 
the best payers, that the financial® panic of 
nearly two years ago was started by wide- 
spread fears that some such policy as he ad- 
vocates in regard to silver would be adopted 
by the incoming government, and that confi- 
dence in money means confidence that its pur- 
chasing power will be maintained. He is 
right in saying that no bank in the United 
States should be permitted to issue a single 
dollar until its redemption is fully secured by 
the deposit of government bonds ‘in the Na 
tional Treasury,’’ but he grasps only half the 
truth if he supposes that redemption in less- 
tbhan-half. worth silver dollars under free coin- 
age would be the same thing as redemp: ion in 
full-worth gold coin. 


COST OF THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 

The report of the Chief Engineer of the 
sauitary district gives some idea of what the- 
drainage channel will cost, Seven and a half 
millions have been expended already and six- 
teen and a quarter millions more will be 
needed, making a total of $23,800,000. 
This is on a basis of fixed bridges, which will 
cost a million and a third. The bridge item 
would be a great deal larger if the extrava- 
gant Cooley had his way and immediate pro- 
vision were made for the construction of un- 
necessary swing bridges. 

This sum of nearly twenty-four millions 
covers the work to be done between Lockport 
and Joliet, but not that which will be neces. 
sary to increase the capacity of the South 
Branch so that it can deliver to the drainage 
channel safely something like the quantity of 
water which will be required. No official es- 
timates have been made yet of the cost of that 
work. Itis apparent, however, that it will 
call for a great deal of money. 

Tne estimates of cost have increased 
since the time the work was first begun, while 
the resources of the district have been less 
than was calculated on. The assetsed valua- 
tion of the district has not advanced as was 
expected. That has lessened the amount of 
revenue derived from the half-mill tax. The 
law provides that bonds may be sold not to 
exceed fifteen million dollars. It was as- 
sumed that the valuation of property in the 
district would be at least 300 millions by the 
time it became necessary tosell all the bonds, 
for the Constitution limits a bonded debt to 5 
per cent on the assessment. But the latter 
has gone backwards instead of forwards, so 
that the district could not put out fifteen mill- 
ions in bonds at this time even if it needed 
the money. So if all the work should be done 
by the close of next year the resources of the 
district would not meet the demands on 
them. 

It has been understood that it is the inten- 
tion of the trustees to ask the Legislature for 
some additional legislation, but they have not 
outlined their policy yet. Apparently one of 
the things they will ask for wiil be permission 
to raise more money. They ought to lose no 
time in making their plans public, for the 
taxpayers of the district would like to be 
consulted. 


THE WOOL-GROWERS MAKE THEIR DE- 
MANDS. 

The Wool-Growers’ Association of Ohio has 
had a meeting, and under the lead of Judge 
Lawrence has adopted resdélutions demanding 
“such enlarged protection for sheep hus- 
bandry as recent conditions require over that 
given by any previobs legislation.“ This 
seems to mean that the Ohio sheep-raisers 
want more protection than the McKinley law 
gave them. They succeeded in coercing Con- 
gress in 1890 into raising the duties on wool 
and nevertheless the prite of the American 
product proceeded to fall. 

There are two things which the wool-grow- 
ere in Ohio and other States should take into 
consideration. One of them is that the price 
of wool is falling all over the world, like that 
of wheat, and fur much the same reason. The 
wheat area has been increased faster than 
consumption, and consumption has also been 
unable to keep pace with the rapid growth in 
production of wool of average quality, which 
classification covers most of that produced in 
the United States. The high prices which 
farmers used to get for their wool thirty 
years ago never will return, and the prices of 
some years ago cannot be secured except by 
the im position of almost prohibitory duties, 

In the next place, manufacturers and con- 
sumers have hada taste of free wool, The 
former have for the first time had free access 
to the different kinds of mixing wools, so 
many of which cannot and will not be pro- 
daced in this country. Take the coarse car. 
pet wools for instance. It does not pay to 
gtow them here where every sheep-raiser is 
trying to improve the quality of bis fleeces. 
A manufacturer making many kinds of 
fabrics needs wool of different qualities, 
coming from many parts of the earth. He is 
at a great disadvantage if forced to depend 
on the United States alone, which cannot 
produce all the wool required for the clothing 
of the people. 

There will be obstinate resistance on the 
part of both manufacturers and consumers if 
an uttempt is made to impose duties on wool 
which will satisfy rampant sheep-raisers like 
Judge Lawrence. A woo! journal stated the

THE ANTI-OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 

Thore is before the House of Representa. 
tives a short bill which reads as follows: 

That all articles known as oleomargarine, but- 
terine, imitation butter, or imitation cheese, or 
any substance in the semblance of butter or 
cheese, not the usual product of the dairy, and 


‘not made exclusively of pure and unadulterated 


milk orcream, transported into any State or 


. Territory or remaining therein for use, sale, con- 


sumption, or storage therein, shall upon arrival 
in such State or Territory be 7 to the 
operation and offect of the laws of such State or 
Territory enacted in the exercise cf ite police 
powers, to the same extent and in the same man- 
ner as though such articles or substances had 
been produced therein, and shall not be exempt 
therefrom by reason of being introduced therein 
in original packages or otherwise. 

What ie sought by this bill is to enable 
States to deal with oleomargarine as they 
have been empowered to deal with whisky. 
After the Supreme Court had decided that 
the State of Iowa could not stop the im porta- 
tion and sale of liquor in original packages 
because that would be an intermeddling with 
comnierce between the States Congress passed 
a law making all liquors subject to the laws 
of a State upon their arrival therein. If this 
bill were passed the Chicago manufacturers 
of oleomargarine would not be able to send 
a pound of it into any State which had de- 
cided that no such article should be sold there 
if it had the semblance of butter.“ 

The Supreme Court decided the other day 
in a case carried up from Massachusetts 
that— 

It is within the power of a State to exclude 
from its markets any compoand manufactured in 
another State which has been artificially col- 
ored or adulterated so as to cause it to look like 
an article of food in goneral use, and the sale of 
which may by reason of such coloration or 
adulteration cheat the general public into pur 
chasing that which they may not intend to buy. 


It was suggested to the court that if a State 
could not prevent tho sale of an original pack- 
age of beer without the consent of Congress 
neither could it prevent the sale of an original 
package of oleomargerine. But the court 
said that there was a material difference, that 
the beer was not adulterated, but just what it 
professed to be, while in the case before it the 
allegation was that the oleomargarine was 
not the article it resem bled. The court based 
its ‘decision, therefore, on the power of a 
State to prevent fraud on consumers. 

This decision, however, does not quite sat- 
isfy the dairymen. One reason is that it was 
made by a divided court, the Chief Justice 
and Judges Field and Brewer dissenting on 
the ground that the opinion given in the 
original package case ought to apply here. 
Some of the dairymen profess to be afraid 
that the court may on some subsequent occa- 
sion change its mind, and therefore they want 
Congress to come to their aid by permitting 
any State which chooses to keep eut anything 
“in the similitude of butter which is not 
made exclusively of pure milk. 

If this decision of the Supreme Court re- 
mains unchanged, and tnere is every reason 
to believe it will, the interests of the dairymen 
would seem to be fairly well protected. Every 
State can pass laws to prevent the cheating of 
consumers by the sale of oleomargarine as 
butter. It cannot be claimed that the imita- 
tion butter is unwholesome. Ali that can be 
asked rightly is that it shall not be sold as 
something which it is not. But there are 
same persons who would like to prohibit its 
sale and consumption altogether, and they 
would stand a better chance of doing that 
under the bill printed above than under the 
decision of the Supreme Court. 

If it were not so late in the session this bill 
might pass, but it has not gotten through the 
House yet, and if it does the Senatq will have 
no time to consider it. But if it fails at this 
session it will be reintroduced and pressed 
persistently in the next Congress.

THE CRY FOR “MORE MONEY.” 

An exchange calle attention to the fact that 
investors never had a higher opinion of gilt- 
edged securities than at this time, and that 
this preference for certainties over specula- 
tive investments is well-nigh universal. A 
list of one hundred choice government and 
corporation stocks has been published, and it 
shows a marked advance in prices during the 
year 1894. For instance, consols rose from 
98 to 10314, and Hungarian 4 per cents 
from 94 to 10144. The amount of money in 
the world is large in comparison with the op- 
portunities for investing it even at the mod- 
erate profit of 3 per cent per annum, 

There are, however, a good many people in 
the United States who clamor for more 
money. They entertain the idea that if 
money were (say) twice as plentiful as now 
the holders would be more willing to part 
with it than at present, and in some way or 
other those who now have little money would 
be able to get a bigger share. But the clam- 
orous ones forget that no matter how much 
money a man may have he is not willing to 
part with it fer something he does not want 
to use or otherwise enjoy, and that he would 
rather keep it absolutely idie than place it 
where there is a risk of losing it unless that 
risk be compensated by the prospect of a 
correspondingly large profit if the invest- 
ment do not prove a losing one. 
Many millions of dollars are lying idle 
in the banks in different parts of 
the United States because the owners prefer 
it to draw no interest rather tnan lend it to 
others on poor security or use it themselves 
in operations which do not offer the prospect 
of a profit commensurate with the risk. If 
they had mere money their minds would not 
thereby be changed, and the people who have 
no moncy would not be benefited by the fact. 
It is only those who have something to sell, 
labor or the products of labor, which is want- 
ed by the owner of money, who can obtain 
the money by purchase; and only those who 
can give good security for repayment with 
interest can obtain the money by borrowing. 
Neither borrowers nor buyers of moaey would 
gain any advantage by an ixcrease in the vol- 
ume of money where there already is more 
money on hand than is wanted for these uses, 
as is the case now. 

The present demand for more money 
comes chieflg from the silver extremists, most 
of whom want free silver because it would de- 
base the currency unit to less than half the 
value it has today, But that would reduce 
the buying power of all the money in the 
country by more than one-half. and cause a 
terrible scurcity only tobe got rid of by the 
comparatively slow process of fillmg up with 
more silver dollars, each worth less than 50 
cents. It then would take more than two dollars 
todo the work which is done with a single dol - 
lar today, and, as money is good for nothing 
except for what it will buy, the result would 

be too little moneys and too little of the credit 
which is based on money for the needs of bus- 
iness. The contrdetion would be so great as 
to the industries and commerce of 
She 3 and plunge us into Gnancial chace. 
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comes from opportunities for its profitable 
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use by employers of labor. That was en- 


joyed for many years under the Republican 


policy of protection to American industry 


which prevailed up to a little less than two 
years ago and undoubtedly would have con- 
tinued to the present tine and long beyond it 
but for the advent of the Democrats to power. 
It can be reéstablished only by the abolition 
of the causes which produced the business 
paralysis, and when that is done by the Re- 
publicaus they will be ready to furnish more 
money if the business needs of the coun- 
try require an expansion of the cur- 
rency. At present what is wanted is 
more revenue for the government and 
better security for the integrity of the 
currency already in the hands of the Ameri- 
ean people. If more revenue were provided 
right away it might not be absolutely neces- 
sary to issue another lot of bonds, as it is no- 
torious that nearly all the gold obtained from 
the sale of bonds last year went to meet defi- 
ciencies in the revenue, Still it is highly de- 
sirable that the administration should be au- 
thorized to issue as many low rate bonds, 
payable in gold, as would be required to re- 
tire all of its currency obligations that are 
presented for redemption, and order the re- 

tirement of such notes as are redeemed in- 

stead of putting them out again to be used for 
draining the Treasury of its gold. If that 
were done the people could well afford to 

leave it to the next Congress to consider the 

advisability of enlarging the volume of the 
currency, 


Four years ago a milk trust was organ- 
ized for the purpose of controlling the supply 
and regulating the price of the milk con- 
sumed in this city. In the fall of 1891 a 
local dealer rebelled, the trust having ordered 
a considerable advance in the price of milk. 
He was sued for the amount alleged to be due 
from him. He fell back on that provision of 
the anti-trust act of 1891, which says that— 


Any purchaser of any article or commodity 
from any individual, company, or corporation 
transacting business contrary to any of the pro- 
visions of the preceding sections of this act shall 
not be liable for the price or payment of such 
article or commodity and may plead this act as a 
defense for any suit to such price or payment. 


The Circuit Court decided in favor of the 
defendant, The Appellate Court was on the 
side of the plaintiff. The Supreme Court has 
reversed the latter uthesitatingiy. The ob- 
ject of the plaintiff, it says, was a lawless 
one, and asa general principle no recovery 
can be had upon a contract made in express 
violation of the provisions of a statute. In 
this case the law provided specifically that 
the person buying commodities from a trust 
need not pay for them. This settles the ques- 
tion in Illinois and combines will have to 
take their chances when they sell on credit. 


Tun School Board is going to ask the Coun- 
cil to give it $400,000 to meet an expected 
deficiency in this year’s appropriation and to 
ask for eight .million dollars in 1896, or 
about two million dollars more than for this 
year. After looking over the ground the 
members of the board announce that they 
must have that sum. They can cut down no- 
where, not even to cover this year’s de- 
ficiency. They cannot stop increasing sal- 
aries at a time when prices are falling. They 
cannot abolish a single fad study. They can- 
not economize, they can only spend, The 
only excuse fhey make is that while they are 
calling for a gredt deal of money they do not 
spend as much as Tammany-ridden New 
York does. These demands for more money 
come at a time when the people are in worse 
cae to meet them than they were two years 

It is hard to pay taxes at this time, and 
— the School Board is inflexible in its de- 
mand that they be increased. The people are 
willing to support the schools, but they are 
coming to the belief that too much money is 
squandered in running them, and that the 
School Board is altogether too irresponsible. 
Its members would act more wisely if they 
revised their estimates. They can cut down a 
great deal if they choose. 


Ir is easy to see the beneficial effect of the 
action taken last year in the Debs case. The 
em ployés of the Brooklyn street car lines ate 
out onastrike. Attempts to run the cars for 
the accommodation of passengers have re- 
suited in mob violence. Thenew men have 
been terrorized and the cars stopped. In 
some cases policemen have been as blind to 
what was going on as they have been in this 
city on some occasions. But when a car 
started out carrying the blue mail flag of the 
Federal Government—for the mail is carried 
over some of these lines— neither the strikers 
nor those sympathetic rioters who ma ke their 
appearance when there is a railroad strike 
dared to lift a finger. The rowdies hooted a 
little, but they threw no stones. They had 
heard of what happened in Chicago last sum- 
mer, and knew it was not safe to meddle 
with anything which was under the protection 
of the General Government. The roaghs and 
toughs have learned one great lesson.

Tue election of the French President passed 
off quietly in Chicago.

I did not seek the exalted mission 
you have invested me with, but nevertheless 
laccevt the charge with profound grutitude 
and a full sense of the responsibility and 
duties it imposes. You know me, you need 
not doubt that I will devote ail my energy to 
the accomplishment of my heavy task. I 
cease from this moment to belong to any 
party, to become the arbiter of all. In this 
spirit | appeal for support to all the repre- 
sentatives of the nation without distinction 
of public opinions. We will always 
meet henceforth in our common work in- 
spired by love of country, devotion to the re- 
public, care of justice, and solicitude for the 
lot of all citizens and over all for the lowly 
and humble. 

At 8:80 p. m. a four-horse landau escorted 
by a guard of horse artillery drove up to the 
entrance of the palace and the newly-elected 
President entered the vehicle. Then, escorted 
by a detachment of dragoons and mounted 
gendarmes, he started for Paris. The square 
in frout of the palace was packed with people 
who had been waiting there since noon, and 
there were loud cheers of Vive la Repub- 
lique as the carriage drove away. 

New President Cheered, 

M. Faure took the train at the Versailles 
station and arrived at the St. Lazare station at 
9 o'clock: A majority of the Senators and 
Deputies had preceded him. Gardes Repyb- 
licaines formed a guard of honor at the St. 
Lazare station, where barriers had been 
erected owing to the enormous throng of peo- 
ple that had gathered outside awaiting the ar- 
rival of the new President of the Republic. 
All the windows looking upon the station were 
filled with spectators. When the Presiden- 
tial train entered the station bugles 
sounded, drums beat, and the troops pre- 
sented arms. M. Faure emerged and entered 
a superb hooded carriage, which was escorted 
by cuirassiers. As soon as the President was 
shouted “ Vive le 
Republique!”’ Vive Felix Faure! The cries 
were redoubled when Faure ordered the hood 


3 of the carriage to be thrown back. Hats were 


‘waved, and the greatest of enthusiasm was 


displayed. Dupuy sat beside the President. 


The cheers of the throng massed along the 


foot ways did not cease until the carriage of 
‘the President reached the Palace of the 


Elysée, Faure constantly doffed his hat in 
response to the enthusiastic acclamations of 


the multitude.

Police 
were numerous. The working classes stood 
aloof, seemingly uninterested.

Nothing was forgotten by those charged to 
arrange for the Congress. There was even a 
small room furnished with a bed, chairs, etc., 
to serve as a prison for unruly members. An 
architect told me that a mile and a half of 
passages and room floors had been swept 
since noon yesterday. 

All who came from Paris to the Congress 
lunched at the historical reservoir hotel on 
the north side of the palace. Every ta- 
ble was Prowl waiters were so 
insufficient to the numbers that had 
to be served that the guests had to go into the 
pantries and kitchens and serve theniselves. 

Political Wire Working. 

The babble of conversation had the cheer- 
fulness of running water in the sunshine. 
Faure's candidature was much spoken of as 
likely to win supporters on every side. Should 
Waldeck-Rousseau be in a minority his 
friends were vote for Faure, who would 
have the railwhy conventionists, Casimir- 
Perierists, moderates, and Chauvinists, M. 
Faure being for great naval preparations, 
and Opportunists and Rallies, who were 
hostile to the anti-clerical Brissdn. Mme. 
Faure was spoken of as having been a charm. 
ing hostess at the Marine Ministry. 

In the corridors voting tickets for Brisson, 
Waldeck-Rousgeau, and Faure were handed 
to the electors. There was great indecision 
as to the chance of a second ballot. The Right 
had spoken of reserving itself for a second 
ballot to vote for Brisson’s strongest op- 
ponent. A friend told me that he had made 
his bock on Faure because he was better than 
anyone else. Every one feels that he 
can deal with colonial. and naval 
matters, develop maritime interests and 
engage in a rivalry that will not be sterile 
with England. This is of the highest im- 
portance, for if France wastes in Hindoo- 
China, Madagascar, and China it will be an 
easy prey to Germany. Faure is the first ad- 
ministrator in France. Dupuy entered into 
these considerations and at the last moment 
withdrew his candidature. 

The galleries were bright with elegantly- 
dressed women and the diplomatic tribune 
was full. Lord Dufferin, the British Ambat- 
sador, witnessed the Congress for the first 
time and was deeply interested. After the 
Chairman had taken his seat the Congress- 
men came pressing in from the corridors, 
where they had been conversing on the situa- 
tion. Theformal proceedings consisted of 
the reading of the minutes of both Chambers, 
the recording of Casimir-Perier’s resigna- 
tion, and the reading of the articles of the 
Constitution empowering the Congress to 
elect the successer. 


Protests Received. 

A letter of protest, hot, brief, and able, was 
read from Mirman, the Deputy soldier, pro- 
testing against his being prevented from dis- 
charging his electoral duties. Gerauit-Rich- 
ard wrote from the Sainte Pelagie jail to the 
same effect. The protests were overruled. 
According to precedent, the making of 
speeches was not allowed, the voting having 
to de done in silence. Still the Vendean 
Royalist Deputy Baudry d’Asson demanded 
leave to speak on a technical point and called 
on the Congress to suppress the republic, 
The irascible but dy President silenced 
him in a few dry words. Michalene, a 
Boulanger advocate, then protested against 
what he called the usurpation that was going 
forward and ended by casting a withering 
glance all around and screaming Lou are 
all a parcel of usurpers. This gave the Roy- 
alists an excuse to let themselves out. The 
ballot began with the letter L. At the letter 
M, Mirman being called for fifty Social- 
ists rose to a man to cry ‘“ Knaves,”’ 
“Corrupt horde of bribed wretehes” and 
„Railway conveutionists.”” Dupuy, thinking 
it a good joke to ask Where's Mirman?’’ 
Deputy Avez, a Socialist, protested by call- 
ing him a fat hog.”’ The President inter- 
fering Avez reminded him that he was for- 
méfly a sort of Communist. At the letter T., 
when the name of Deputy Toussaint was 
called, he cried Vive Socialism” at M 
Avez, throwing his arms about, called for 
the dissolution and abolition of the Presi- 
den ey. Nobody interfering he stopped when 
he grew tired. Nearly all the Socialists in- 
dulged in individual demonstrations, with 
occasionally collective ones. 

All Is Lively. 

Pierre Blanc, the senior Deputy, received a 
cheer as he voted. At the lettgr G the Social- 
ists clamored for Gerault-Richard, remarking 
that any election without him would be null, 
and so on through all the letters in the alpha- 
bet. French liveliness turned what in En- 
gland would have been a formal ceremony 
into a succession of lively rows. The char- 
acter of the nation was apparent through- 
out the proceedings. After the check of 
the vote Brisson came out at the 
end ef the poll with 8345 votes, against 246 
for Faurefand 184 for Waldeex-Rousseau. It 
was at once evident that Faure was going to 
win, as the supporters of Rousseau were 
pledged that if he polled the least number of 
votes to vote for Faure. Nearly every one 


that was wishing for Brisson’s success had 


voted for him; possibly the whips might 


bring in another dozen votes. The Socialists 


generally abstained from voting. The ex- 
citement was intense. All those desiring 
henor and honesty at the helm were for Bris- 
son. 

Cavagnac then started up asa candidate. 
Tickets were printed in his name during the 
suspension of the sitting. He is a grandson 
of the couventional regicide after whom he is 
named and a son of Gen, Cavagnac, the oppo- 
neut of Louis Napoleon in the run for the 
Presidency in 1848.

—Paris certainly, and apparently 
all ef France, acvepts the  elec- 
tion of Felix Faure as President 
with astonishing indifference. The French 
press, no less than that of England and the 
continent, has fortwo days referred to the 
possibilities of tonight inaugurating a new 
reign of terror, but transfer of the 
Mayoralty of New York other day aroused 
more excitement in that other metropolis 
than did this change of a President in 
Paris. 

I have driven through all the workingmen’s 
quarters tonight, and this morning I have 
talked with many representatives of those 
classes from whictf violent feeling ‘might 
be expected, but there seemed  posi- 
tively no interest in the result. There 
were no crowds anywhere in the 
city, except at the station, awaiting the ar- 
rival of members of the convention and M. 
Faure. These were not in the usual groups 
in the workingmen’s quarters; the slight rain 
had sufficed to drive them within doors, and 
only at the Saint Lazare railroad station and 
along the Champs Elysée did there appear 
any unusal display of police. The only 
troops I saw during the day was a small com. 
pany of undersized soldiers about the Presi/ 
dential palace in the morning. Of course the 
entire garrison of Paris was under arms, 
and that known fact of course always means 
much; but there was no sign any where at any 
time during the day or night of repressed ex- 
citement. There was nothing comparable to 
the sullen repression of Labor day five years 
ago, when Paris was last really stirred, 
and when it seemed that the city was really 
in some danger of arising. Nevertheless the 
conditions of today’s crisie would most cer- 
tainly have provoked risings and the bloody, 
perhaps unsuccessful, repression of twenty 
years ago, 

Has Paris mob spirit disappeared with uni- 
versal suffrage, and is the republic and the 
regard for law and order the animating spirit 
of the new France? That was the judgment 
expressed to me tonight by a dis- 
tinguished American who has carefully and 
thoughtfully studied tHe political develop- 
ments here during recent years, There were 
two strong sentiments expressed during our 
wanderings tonight—abselute contempt for 
Casimir-Perier and for the manifesto of 
the Ducd’Orleans. These workmen call him 
bluntly Casimir,“ and all knowing the 
French will understand the scorn of this. Of 
the young man posing at Dover, one said: 
He has had another opportunity to hold his 
tongue and he has lost it.“ Of the change of 
Presidents I quote a representative remark: 
“We have changed our horse with one eye 
to buy a blind one.“ 

The préss dispatches will have told you all 
about the public record of M. Faure, except, 
perhaps. that, like our own Grant, this 
President of a sister republic once 
worked in a tanyard. He is a phlegmutic 
man, and certainly will not resign 
unless forced to; but he has many bad 
quarters of au hour before him, the first of 
which will be the selection of a Premier to 
succeed Dupuy. Brisson’s strength today 
was certainly a momentous proof of the 
growth of constitutional socialism in the re- 
public.

HIS IRON ARM Is A PAINTED REED. 
General Condemnation of Perier, Who 

Was Believed to Be Strong. 

Lonpox, Jan. 17.— The Daily News’ Paris 
correspendent says: There ig but one opin- 
ion in France, and that is that M. Casimir- 
Perier has committed a grievous fault. 
Against his own personal comfort the gravest 
reasons of state go for nothing. If he had 
thought about the matter he might have Said: 
‘ Aprés moi le déluge,’ but—and this is his 
only excuse—he evidently did not reflect. His 
own letters show his resignation was the out- 


‘come of a fit of petulant irritation. He dis- 


covered that the Presidency was not a bed of 
roses and that the President must suffer bodily 
discomforts, risks, ingratitude, calumny, and 
even wounded vanity, but he must have been 
aware of all this when he accepted the great. 
est honor the nation could bestow upon a citi- 
zen. He displayed great bravery in the war 
of 1870, and was credited with equal moral 
courage, yet the first crisis reveals that the 
iron arm was but a painted reed. 

Not a single party judges the resignation 
favorably. The Coneervatives call him a de- 
serter. The Opportunists of the Raynal and 
Burdeau set are angry that he did not stay to 
defend them in the terrible scandal that threat- 
ens to submerge them. Through his inti- 
mate friends the Burdeaus thought they could 
govern him, and thereby graft themselves 
upon the Conservative party, and thus be in- 
dependent of sincere Republicans, There is 
adeal of truth in his complaints, but what 
else could he have expected? Surely, he 
knew the Presidency was not Cœsarism. 

„At the Palace of the Elysée disappoint- 
ment is felt at the manner in which M. Casi- 
mir-Perier’s letter bas been received. It is 
felt he merely should have resigned without 
attackmg the institution of the Presidency, 
and that he should have waited until he re- 
entered the Chamber as a Deputy. His part- 
ing arrow is as sharply barbed as he could 
make it. He was certainly plotted against by 
those whom he treated as friends, but it was 
for him to out-maneuver theni. “I cannot 
think of any respectable paper, whether Roy- 
alist, Radical, or Republican, which has as- 
sailed or vilified him. The others were be- 
neath contempt, and should have been looked 
upon as not worth noticing, 

M. Casimir-Perier’s family felt like Fred- 
erick the Great when he said were he King of 
France he would paya man to perform the 
duties imposed by etiquette upon the regal 
personage. M. Carnot acted like a paid man. 
M. Casimir-Perier wanted to have as great a 
situation as a King or Cesar and to have no 
irksome duties. 

Tho ministry will have to release Richard 
and Carnaud to enable them to vote at the 
Congress which aiready exists. Jaures, Mir- 
man, and Rouanet must also have the privi- 
lege of attending the Congress. Otherwise 
the election would be invalid.“ 

The Times, in editorial, paints a gloomy 
picture of the situation. It asks: 

What benefit is to come to France through M. 
Casimir-Perier’s resignation? Will the sconfi- 
dence of the nation be more freely bestowed upon 
the office thus hastily vacated? However plain- 
ly we perceive the essentially personal charac- 
ter of M. Casimir-Perier’s motives it is impossi- 
ble to deny that what has happened is exactly 
what the revolutionary factions desired to hap- 
pen. Nothing short of a grave strategical biun- 
der can thus make a gift of success to those 
whom it was the President's first daty to resist.

SAYS FAURE IS AN AMIABLE MAN, 


Ambassador Patenotre Talks of the Elec- 
tion of the New President. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Jan. 17.—The news of 
the election of M. Felix Faure as President of 
France was a surprise to the members of the 
French Legation here. Ambassador Paten- 
otre said: M. Faure, while not one of the 
most prominent men in France. has held a 
number of important positions. He has been 
President of the Chamber of Deputies, which 
shows he is popular. He was Minister of 
Marine in the last Cabinet, the one whose 
overthrow a few days ago led to President 
Perier’s resignation. In politics he is a mod - 
erate Republican and holds nearly the same 
views as M. Perier. No doubt he will form a 
Cabinet containing a number of the same men 
who were in the last one, This is not unusual 
in France. M. Faure is a man of middle age, 
tall, and handsome. He is amiable ahd is 
much liked personally. 


SKETCH OF CAREER OF K. FELIX-FAURE. 


Is an Ex-Chief of Battalion and Has Seen 
Much Pablic Life. 

Versartizs, Jan. 17.— M. Felix-Faure was 
born in Paris Jan. 30, 1841. He was for- 
merly a ship-owner of Havre and was Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of that 
town. During the Franco-Prussian war he 
was a Chief of Battalion of the Garde Mobile 
and led from Havre to Paris volunteers who 
assisted in putting down the Commune. He 
was first elected to the Chamber of Deputies 
as a Republican im 1881, and at the time of 
the formation of the Gambetta Cabinet of 
Nov. 14, 1881, he became U#lder-Secretary 
of State in the then new Ministry of Com- 
merce and the Colonies. He relinquished of. 
fice with the other members of the Cabinet in 
January, 1882, but he was called to fill the 
same office Sept. 24, 1883, in the last Cabi- 
net, presided over by M. Jules Ferry, and re- 
signed with the rest of the ministry March 31, 
1885. M. Faure was elected to represent the 
Seine-Inferieure in the elections of Oct. 4, 
1885, and for the third time became Under. 
Secretary of State, this time in the Tirard 
Cabinet. In the elections of Sept. 22, 1889, 
he was elected to represent the Second Dis- 
trict of Havre, and in the Dupuy Cabinet,

Assignes for the Lebanon Banker Brings 
Action at Belleville, III. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 17.—In the Circuit 
Court at Belleville, III., today a motion was 
made to set aside certain conveyances of real 
estate made by Banker H. W. Seiter of Leba- 
non, III., who recently assigned all his real 


estate and personal property for the benefit 


Seiter is charged with deed.ng 
real estate in Lebanon valued at $75,000 to 
the Lebanon Dairy and Creamery company 
the day of his assignment. The assignee also 
alleges that after Seiter became insolvent he 
executed and delivered to the Equitable Trust 
company of Chicago what is supposed to be 
a warranty deed to land in Lebanon for 616.

PITIFUL CRY FROM CHINA’S EMPEROR. 


He Hints at Self-Destruction if the Worst 
. Comes to His Country. 

Vanoovver, B. C., Jan. 17.—The following 
advices from the Orient have been received 
by the steamer Empress of Japan: The situ- 
ation is growing more complicated since the 
arrival of Viceroy Lui Kun Yih, Li Hung 
Chang’s greatest enemy, and head of the 
Human faction. The first evidence of Lui 
Kun Yih is the issuing of a decree condemn- 
ing Admirals Ting Kung and Taotai to death, 
and all other officers in command ot divisions 
yet alive who showed cowardice before, after, 
or during the battle. By this sweeping de- 
cree none of the Generals or Admirals es- 
cape. The decree says as they are responsible 
for the necessary fall of Port Arthur, death 
must be their penalty. The Board of Punish- 
ment will publicly disgrace the commanders 
before execution. The mandate overrides Li 
Hung Chang’s desperate attempt to white- 
wash every cowardly commander who de- 
serted his post at the fall of Port Arthur. 

Officers have been sent out after Admiral 
Kung, with instructions to bring him back 
alive or leave his body to the vultures. Kung 
will surely be taken. He is in hiding at Yang 
Chow. Kung is a brother of the Chinese Min- 
ister to England. and up to a recent date. un- 
der Li Hung Chang, was a powerful politician 
at court. Lui has selected Kung fot his spe- 
cial revenge on account of his enmity to Li 
Hung Chang. Lord Li, another impeached 
Admiral, is in hiding and is in communica.

An edict issued a month ago by the Em- 
peror of China to those within the palace pre- 
cincts has just come to light. Durmg this 
time it has been jealously guarded from the 
public, as it was hoped and wished that the 
young Emperor, despairing and discouraged, 
would change his mind and recall his utter- 
ances, The translation of this most extraor- 
dinary edict of any issued by the Emperor 
during the war has been obtained. It was 
given out when Wing Thung Tsao and Wen 
Thung Shih memorialized the Emperor sug- 
gesting the removal of the capital west ward. 
The substance of this proclamation is as fol- 
lows: 

When we first took charge of the affairs of the 
empire it was our intention to introduce many 
reforms. Suddenly and unexpectedly the Japa- 
nese have broken the peace, taken away our Co- 
rean dependency, and taken possession of the 
borders of our empire. We have sent our Gen- 
erals, on whom we trusted, with their armies to 
punish the enemies of peace and drive them 
away, but we never intended to disturb the peace 
of the Japanese Empire and this our ancestors 
and all foreign nations well know. Little did we 
expect that our Generals were incompetent, and 
in many cases unworthy, and that the soldiers 
were insubordinate and ill-supplied with the arms 
adequate, and large sums of money was appropri- 
ated by us to supply them with, and it is for 
these reasons that the Japanese have gained 
victory after victory and place after place, which 
causes us the greatest concern and makes our 
ancestors restless in their honored graves, Ali 
this affliction and trouble is because we are un- 
worthy and have employed unfit men. If, how- 
ever, the worst comes and the enemy secure our 
sacred altars, then there remains nothing for us 
but to perish at the altar of our fathers and be 
gathered home to them, fighting to the last, as 
they did before us, for our country and our bonor. 
When that time comes may you reverently escort 
the Empress Dowager westward and elect a 
worthy man to be your Emperor, look after the 
sacred altars of our ancestors, revive thought, 
and wipe out this terrible disgrace. —

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SENATOR WASHBURK MAKES OVER- 


A ‘TURES TO ORGANIZED LABOR. 


He Promises the Soo Road Wilt Employ 
Its Men if it Will Cease Opposing Him 
Senatorial Situation in Minnesota Is 
Unchanged Otherwise=Iaq Kansas It's 


Burton Against the Field=Caucus of His | 


Bivals’ Followers Cannot Agree—Other 
Senatorial Contests, 

Sr. Paut, Minn, Jan. 17,—[Special.}—A 
committee representing organized labor 
called at the Washburn headquarters by invi- 
tation this afternoon and was informed if the 
labor element discontinued its opposition to 
Washburn, which has been tigorous and un- 
ceasing, the rule against the employment of 
non-union men on the Soo road would be 
abrogated. The labor representatives gave 
the Washburn managers no encouragement, 
they being convinced that if the rule was 
abrogated as promised it would be restored 
immediately after the Senatoria! election. 
They ins will secure from the Legislature, 
which they are abundantly able to do, an 
amendment of the law known as the iron- 
clad”’ law,“ uader which the rule on the Soo 
road was promulgated. 

In announcing the Senate committees to- 
day Lieut.-Gov, Clough: showed how ill- 
founded expectation of Washburn’s 
friends in the Senatorial canvass that 
work would be so done as to further the in- 
terests of Gov. Nelson’s candidacy. All sides 
agree Clough was impartial. : 

The talk of hoodle which has been in eirou- 
lation seems unwarranted thus far, there be- 
ing no evidence to support the declared sus- 
picion of Nelson men that the Canadian Pu- 
cific railroad company has disbursing agents 
here in the interest of Washburn. 

Three of the four Duluth members the 

lature declared themselves for Nelson 
late tonight. Their position has been a mat- 
ter of doubt and their action tonight is a se- 
vere blow to Washburn. as their example may 
be followed by many other Northern Minne- 
sota members. 

As the time for the Republican caucus ap- 
roaches the interest in the Senatorial contest 
ncreases, though few new developments are 

to be seen. All four candidates are actively 
at work and their strength seems relatively 
about the same as heretofore. The Hennepia 
County delegation (Senator Washburn's 
home) met this afternoon and decided they 
had no second candi¢ ate, but would stand by 
Washburn to the end, and they expressed 
great confidence in his success. The other 
candidates are themselves sonal sure of 
winning.

It cannot but be a matter of 
regret and indeed alarm to every lover of law 
and order in Arkansas that our National Govern- 
ment, instead of the change which its duty 
so imperatively demands, is contemplating 
an effort to fortify it against any chauge by es- 
tablishing a still larger number of salaried offi- 
cials. whose interest and whose zeal will com- 
bine with those of the army of men already hav- 
ing pecuniary interest in the present condition 
to continue a state of affairs which is hurtful to 
every interest but theiz own, and which, if this 
Territory and the State of Arkansas were both 
independent nations, would justify the latter ina 
declaration of war.

Representative Rich- 
ardson’s bill provides that the entire product of 
convict labor be applied toward the improve- 
ment of highways. Representative Waite of 
Menominee introduced a unique bill today. 
It prohibits persons from drinking intoxicat- 
ing liquor in any saloon orany room in which 
such liquors are sold, The author says it is 
not a prohibitory measure, except in so far as 
it prohibits persons from gathering and 
carousing in saloons.

BOW “CON” MEN LOSE THEIR “SUCKER.” 


Inspector Shea Surprised to Kuow the 
Gentry Are Still at Work. 

Inspector Shea was surprised last night to 
learn that confidence men are at work within 
a block of the Central Station. That they 
are by no means clever is shown by the ease 
with which they were gathered in. It hap- 
pened in this way: A newspaper man stopped 
for a moment before a show window in Clark 
street, between Washington and Madison. 
Confidence man No. 1, a slender fellow of 35, 
with ascraggly red beard, wearing a gray 
frieze overcoat and a slouch hat, stepped up 
and shook hands with him.

He was recognized at once as a “ grafter 
who has been at work in Clark street for sev, 
eral weeks, doing his best to entice suckers 
into crooked dice games. He led the way 
inte a basement beer tunnel under Harry 
Romaine’s saloon, near Madison street, where 
drinks and cigars were purchased with reck- 
less liberality.

WANTS A SCHOOL FOR PAUPER CHILDREN 


Supt. Bright Interested in the Condition of 
Things at Danning.

In the poor- 
house at Dunning are sixty-eight children, 
boys, girls, and babies, ranging in age from a 
few months to 14 years. The nearest school 
isa little country one situated a mile and a 
half from the institution, too far for the chil- 
dren to attend. To this school twelve or 
fourteen boys go, but girls make no pre- 
tense at going to school. Mr. Bright says the 
state of affairs he found as far as the neg- 
lect of the education of the children of the 
paupers is concerned is heartrending. In one 
large ward were the mothers, with dozens of 
children surrounding them, and day after day 
spent without an effort made to teach them 
anything. Mr. Bright’s idea is to have a 
kindergarten opened for the little ones and a 
school tor the larger children. In this he will 
be supported by Mr. Healy, who is in sym- 
— with the movement. He would like to 

ave a schoo!house built on the greunds for 
the children, and this, he bas estimated, could 
be done for less than $3,000.

Favors an Increased Beer Tax. 


“The government ought to iacrease the 
tax on beer by $1.50 per barrel,” said Sam- 
uel Woolner, the big Peoria distiller, at the 
Grand Pacific last night. ** advance in 
the beer tax should have been made at the 
same time the tax on whisky was raised {rom 
90 cents to $1.10 per gallon. There is iar 
more reason for raising the beer than the 
whisky tax. Whisky and alcohol are used 
largely for other purposes than drinking, but 
beer can only be used that way. The in- 
crease in the beer tax will not be felt by any 
one to speak of. There isa net profit of four 
cents a glass, and the tax could not raise the 
retail price any. Nor would the tax affect 
consumption. for the price per glass remain- 
ing the same people would drink as much as 
they did before. In no other way can the 
government increase its revenues so easily as 
by this increase in the beer tax. I am most 
heartily in favor of it. The brewery interest 
has beeu spared, while the distillers have been 
taxed tothe limit. They should be treated 
more alike.“

session during the day at Peoria.

Some time ago, an official of the Denver 
and Rio Grande said yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific, Capt. Marshall wrote us for a pass 
over our line, saying briefly he was the dis- 
coverer of Marshall Pass. One of: our smart 
young men replied that the pass could not be 
granted, on the grounds that if Capt. Mar- 
shall had not discovered the pass somebody 
else would.
